Seorron 1. That Gef)rge Houghton and Christoplier Davis, their heirs,
exscutors, administrators or assigns, shall have the exclusive right and
privilege for the period of fifteen years, of keeping and mamtnmmg n fer-
ry across the Mississippi River, in the counties of Wright and Ienton, in
the Territory of Minnesota, nt a peint near or opposite the town of Man-
hattan. And no other ferry shall be established within one mile of said
ferry, cither above or helow,

Sge. 2. That said George IHoughton and Christopher Davis shall at
alltimes keep o safe and good boat, or boats, in good repair, sufficient for
the accommodation of all persons wishing to cross at snid ferry, and shall
give prompt and ready attendance for the crossing of passengers, teams or
live stock, merchandise and all other articles, on all oceasions, and at all
hours, both at night or day ; but persons wishing to cross at said ferry after
nine oelock at night, may be charged double fare as hereinafter pre-
scribed.

Sec. 8. The rates charged for crossing nt said ferry shall not exceed
the following :

For each foot passenger, . - - - 10 cents.
For each horse, mare or mule, with or w1thout. rider, - 25
For two horses, two ox or two mule team, loaded or.en-

loaded, with driver, - - - - - . 50 o
For single horse carriage, - - - - - 35 ¢
For additional cow or ox, - - - - - -1
For each swine or sheep, - 3 «

All freight of lumber, fifty cents per thousand feet aud tbree cents per
one hundred pounds for all other articles.

Sec. 4. That said George Houghton and Christopher Davis shall with-
in six months after this ret tak es effect, file or canse to be filed with the
Clerk of the Board of County Commissioners of the County of Wright,
a Bond to said Board, with two or more sufficient sureties, to be approved

by saict Clerk, in the peunl suw of five hundred dollars, conditioned that
they will fulfl all the duties that are impose? upan them in the foregoing

Construct Dam  SEoTION 1. G. A. Bellecour, his associates, successors heirs and as-
signs, are hereby anthorized to ¢rect and maiotain 2 dam ecross Pembina
river, at or near St. Josephs on said river, and to make use of the water
for hydraulic purposes.

Seo. 2. The said Bellecour shall obtain the written consent of all in
dividuals whese lands may be flooded by and in consequence of the haild-
ing of said dam, and thereupon his right shall be valid to food said land
to the extent preseribed in said written consent.

8gc. 3. Nothing in this bill shall be so construed as to conflict with the
Coostitntion, Laws or Treaties of the United States or the Organic act of
